The Jewett Contest

NQUENCHABLE optimism continues to stamp the 
reports of traffic observers for the Pere Marquette: 
Railway. While they admit that the first week of November 
“marked the period of the usual tapering off in the produc- 
tion of automobiles,” they record that for that period the out- 
bound movement of freight from the Detroit district was 7 
per cent. better than it was a year ago, and that inbound 


freight was 30 per cent. greater in volume. The Detroit 
district, it may be remembered, includes both Lansing and 
Flint. 

“Several of the motor concerns,” says the report, “‘pre- 
dict good production schedules for the balance of the current 
year and a decided upward trend for January.” 

At Detroit, Kelsey Wheel and Motors Metal Cor- 
poration are working on large orders. At Grand 
Rapids, the Wolverine Bumper Company is extending 
its facilities by an addition to its plant; the Reliable 
Smelting and Refining Company is completing its 
plant and expects to do a million dollars’ worth of 
business in 1927. 

Gateway movement at Buffalo is surprisingly high, an 
increase of 40 per cent. over last year being registered. The 
peculiar situation in commercial coal traffic cuts down the 
gateway movement at Toledo, but this is more than made up 
at Chicago, through which commercial coal from the Indiana 
and the Illinois fields is now moving freely, to meet the 
demands at tidewater. Oceangoers are calling for fuel in 
double measure, since they are unable to fuel as usual abroad, 
owing to the British strike. The coal situation is also 
responsible for a drop in trans-lake shipments that amounts 
to about 8 per cent. 

* * * 

WNER pride is responsible for widespread public 

indorsement of a particular type of automobile by the 
satisfied purchaser.

Referring further to the Paige-Detroit contest for a 
name for the new Jewett, the factory says now that the total 
number of answers received is 402,736, and that the winner 
cannot be announced until near Christmas. 

A genuine tribute to the efficiency of the Paige-Detroit 
organization was paid by one eager contestant. Officially, 
the contest closed at midnight, October 31. Early on the 
morning of November 1 this enterprising person long-dis- 
tanced a query as to who had won. That same day’s mail 
brought in 62,587 ballots from Paige-Jewett dealers all over 
the country. Few people do either their shopping, or their 
suggesting, early. 

In all, 2,000,000 ballots were distributed to dealers 
and directly to 40,000 persons who wrote the factory 
to ask for them. Thirty-five foreign countries were 
represented by the correspondents offering sugges- 
tions for the name.

1893, to the concerted effort 
of a highly trained and highly 
diversified engineering and 
production organization in a 
mile-long plant at Flint, 
Mich., that is from two blocks 
to four blocks wide—is the 
step taken by the Buick 
Motor Company, which in 
September of this year pro- 
duced more than 29,000 cars 
and shipped more than 1,500 
in one stretch of 24 hours. 
David Buick founded the Buick 
Motor Company in 1893, and was 
building stationary and marine 
engines of a certain valve-in-head 
type in Detroit. He became inter- 
ested in the horseless carriage 
about two years later and for eigat 
years he tinkered, until he had a 
contraption that satisfied him. The 
walve-in-head idea was a persistent 


one, for it has been clung to by 
Buick engineers for thirty-three 
years. Mr. Buick had some vision 


as to the future of the horseless 
earriage with adequate capital be- 


hind it, but the banks in Detroit 
could not see eye to eye with him 
and in December, 1903, the plant 


was moved to Flint, where it found

This first car was powered by 
an engine of the valve-in-head 
type with two horizontal op- 
posed cylinders, 414x5 inches.

of about twenty-five miles per 
hour. The car made a run on 
high speed from Detroit to 
Flint by a “devious’’ route (pre- 
sumably composed chiefly of 
detours) that logged 102 miles, 
through mud and rain, in 217 
minutes. This came very close 
to being a miracle, in the minds 
of many who had seen the car on 
its speeding way. 

Work on the Flint factory of 
Buick began about the first of 
November, 1903, and when the fac- 
tory Was ready to house them 
about 100 workmen made up the 
company’s working force. Bodies 
for the car were made by the Flint 
Wagon Works, a company owned 
by holders of Buick stock. 

Plant development and car de- 
velopment were alike rapid. A 
daily output of one complete car 
(think of it!) was soon established 
and the business began to grow. 
The plant grew from a small thing 
to a great one. It is today more 
than a mile long and its width 
varies from two to four blocks. 
Under the Buick roofs there is now 
made practically everything that 
goes into a Buick car. Exceptions 
are electrical apparatus, carbure- 
tors, speedometers and_ similar 
equipment. 

When the factory is running 
at capacity it can turn out 1,200 
cars every working day. And to 
do this there is utilized a floor 
space of 107.6 acres.

EXPERT TELLS WHY BRAKES 


SQUEAK AND 


OUTLINES CURE 


EW YORK, Dec. 1.—After months of investigation in 


both the laboratory and 


the field, H. Copleston, M. S. 


A. E., consulting engineer of the automotive division of 
Johns-Manville. Inc., has obtained interesting findings on 


the cause of squeaky brakes. 

Beginning with a description 

of what the squeaks heard on 

every street corner are composed 
of, Mr. Copleston says:— 

“All audible sounds are vibration 
of the air and travel away in ali 
directions from 
the vibrating ob- 
ject, as do rings 
of waves on the 
smooth surface of 
a pond into 
which a stone has 
been thrown. The 
tone or pitch of 
the sound de- 
pends upon the 
rate of vibration. 

‘Squeaks in 
brakes are caused 4H. Copleston 
by a very higno rate of vibration, 
set up in some of the brake parts; 
it may be the brake drum or it 
may be the metal brake band. If 
these parts were heavy there would 
be practically no tendency to 
squeak, as the necessarily high 
vibration of the parts would re- 
quire such energy as the brakes are 
unable to absorb. It may-~result, 
however, in brakes “grunting,” 
which is low rate vibration. 

Cause of Squeaks 

“Many believe that brake lining 
is the cause of squeaks when, as 
a fact, it is more generally the 
way the brake band is applied to 

the brake drum. 

“If they are applied to the brake 
drum incorrectly through im- 
proper application of the lining to 
the bands or by adjustment they 
are liable to cause vibration, either 
singly or together. You will see 
from the above that squeaks are 
the result of uneven or improper 
contact and are not usually the re- 
sult of brake band lining itself. 

“Many are inclined to differ 
with this from the experience of 
having changed the lining to a 
different make and corrected the 
trouble; but perhaps they have 
not considered that the removal 
and replacement of the bands for 
relining have actually changed 
the adjustment of the bands, and 
this was the real factor which 
caused the elimination of the 
trouble. 

“Localized pressures will 
squeaks. 

Rivets May Cut Drums 

“If the brake-band lining is 
worn so that rivets come in con- 
tact with the brake drum, the 
brakes will not only squeak, but 
the rivets are liable to cut the 
brake drums severely. The rivets 
resist wean to such an extent that 
in time the rivets only are in con- 
tact with the drums and not only 
cause the brakes to slip but also 
create localized pressure which 
cause the squeaking. 

“With the increased use of the 
four-wheel brake there has de- 
veloped a tendency ai times for 
the front brakes to squeak, even 
though all of the ordinary brake 
adjustments and proper method 
of attachment have been met. 
This squeak is not excessive, but 
is annoying, and can usually be 
corrected by tightening the bear- 
ings of the front wheels. 

“It has been found that when 
the wheel bearings are _ loose 
squeak develops, and the tighten- 
ing of the bearings adds to the 
rigidity of the wheel and prevents 
the squeak. This same complaint 
is true practically of all four-wheel 
brakes, whether they be of external 
or internal types. 

Non-Rigid Parts Bad

} full floating axles made today, and 
the ‘wheels being fastened to the 
axle or drive shaft of the more 
common type of axle, there is less 
chance of the rear brake ,squeak- 
ing from this source. As men- 
tioned hereinbefore, squeak is 
vibration, and chatter or squeak is 
liable to develop if the parts are 

, not held rigid. 

“Squeaks are frequently caused 
by the drums being out of round 
or worn thin, and in cases of this 
kind it is almost impossible to 
remedy them except by the re- 
newal of the drum. 

“We have never seen a squeak 
trouble which could not be elim- 
inated by adjustment when the 
ibrake drum and brake parts were 
in good condition and the design 
of the brake and drum not un- 
usual. It must be rememkered that 
the introduction of lubricating ma- 
terial, such as vaseline, castor oil, 
graphite, Neats foot oil or com- 
binations which are sold on the 
market as brake dressings, reduce 
efficiency of the brake and are not 
recommended, but if these are used, 
care should be exercised after im- 
mediate application in driving the 
car, as the stopping distance re- 
quired will be considerable, and in 
most cases their success is tem- 
porary. 

“The reason fhat these lubri- 
cants reduce squeaking is be- 
cause they reduce the possible 
energy absorption of the brake 
at first to such an extent that 
the energy is insufficient to cause 
vibration in the parts. Later, 
however, the brake is Hable to 
grab and in some cases break off 
the anchorage either at the band 
or on the axle. 


“The lubricants also tend to 
swell the lining and this changes 
the adjustment temporarily and 
betters the squeaking condition. 
Very likely an adjustment would 
have corrected the trouble. Most 
brakes squeal because the bands 
are distorted or the adjustment is 
incorrect. Most squeaky brakes 
will be found adjusted so that the 
upper band end contacts first. The 
drum carries the band around due 
to friction, but the spring of the 
distorted band overcomes the fric- 
tion and it assumes its original po- 
sition only to repeat again the 
cycle, which it does very rapidly, 
thus causing squeaks. . 

“If the clearance is very little at 
the back portion of the band it 
may result in a grab. There is a 
tendency of mechanics to keep the 
band away from the drum at the 
top and this causes the conditions 
as explained above. 

“The lower band may also be 
distorted and act in a similar man- 
ner. A squeak may appear for a 
short period, and this is caused by 
the wearing of the lin&g changing 
its relation. Further wear changes 
the relation further and out of the 
range of squeak. Moisture in the 
air also will have its effect in two

“An adjustment will generally 
correct these cases. 

“The brake drum, in recent 
constructions where disk wheels 
are used, is much deeper than 
the usual type, and is frequently 
referred to as a bell type. It is 
quite obvious that these are not 
as rigid as the older types and 
have a greater tendency to 
vibrate and squeak. 

“Care must be taken 
cases to adjust the brakes care- 
fully and in severe cases the lining 
can be attached in four pieces, 
thus leaving a gap at the top and 
bottom as well as at the back and 
front of the band. This permits 
the band to conform more readily 
to the drum, thus reducing the 
possibility of squeak.”

Canada Inquires 
Into Car Smuggling 


Montreal, Dec: 1.—Customs offi- 
cers here are investigating an al- 
leged new method for wholesale 
smuggling of motor cars from the 
United States. A man brings in an 
American car in a regular way and 
pays the duty on it. Then he goes 
back to the customs port and states 
that he wants to sell the car and 
desires to get two certified copies 
of his entry. These he secures and 
utilizes for the sale of smuggled 
cars. It is stated that already 
twenty-two cars have been discov- 
ered which have been disposed of 
in this manner. 

Inquiry is also being made into 
canceled tourist permits. In many 
cases it is said that persons come 
in under’ such permits, secure an 
Ontario or other Canadian license 
as a tourist and then sell the car. 

There is no immediate fund in 
the Canadian customs department 
from which rewards may pe paid 
to informers, and this fact tends 
to discourage the flow of informa- 
tion as to violation of the law, G. 
W. Wilson, chief preventive officer, 
testified before the customs in- 
quiry commission today. 

On seizures of contraband up to 
$5,000 in value, informers were 
paid 25 per cent. of the value, Mr. 
Wilson stated. From $5,000 to $10,- 
000 they received 10 per cent., and 
on larger seizures 5 per cent.
